Cars “could stack all the way 
down to Cherrywoed” Lane. 
That statement was ‘fot the way 
to convince the Greenbelt City 
Council that the planned road im- 
provements are adequate to 
handle traffic generated by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) headquarters facility to 
be constructed on Sunnyside Av- 
enue between Rhode [sland Av- 
enue and the railroad tracks. 

Council met with various. rep- 
resentatives of the USDA twice 
on July 29, once in the morning 
with Representative Steny Hoyer 
and again at the regular council 
meeting that evening. By the end 
of the second meeting, the 
councilmembers had as many 
questions and concerns as when 
they started. They had new con- 
cerns as well, that the informa- 
tion they received in the moming 
appeared to contradict what they 
were told that” evening. 
Councilmember Edward Putens, 


who is recuperating from surgery, : 


was unable ‘to attend the council 
meeting, although he attended the 
meetine with Hoyer. 

‘Council had three main con- 
cerns: whether the road improve- 
ments are adequate to support the 
new facility, the extent of impact 
on the wetlands around Beaver 
Dam Creek, and why the city 
had not been kept as informed as 
the councilmembers felt they 
should have been. At the end of 
the meeting, the councilmembers 
voted unanimously to send letters 
to both Hoyer and the Secretary 
of Agriculture requesting a stop 
work order until these concerns 
are resolved. In addition, the 
city staff was directed to inform 
state officials as quickly as pos- 
sible of council’s concerns about 
the proposed road improvements. 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
was directed to look into the pos- 
sibility of obtaining a temporary 
restraining order stopping work if 
Agriculture officials do not com- 
ply with the city’s requests. 
However, Manzi cautioned coun- 
cil that a temporary restraining 
order would gener#ily involve a 
bond, which could be more ex- 
pensive than the ity could af- 
ford. 


Project Details 

Priscilla Carey, Associate 
Deputy for Procurement Opera- 
tions of USDA, said that the 
complex is part of the 
department's work towards plac- 
ing all employees in government- 
owned instead of leased space. 
She added that the issue of which 
agencies should be housed in the 
complex is being reexamined. 

Jeff Fuller, Managing Princi- 
pal, DNC Architects, presented 
the project plans and explained 
why the Sunnyside site was cho- 
sen (although he noted that his 
firm only commented on the 
three sites proposed, and had*no 
decision-making role). One re-

jected site was flat and close to 
a number of residences; a second 
near_the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway had poor access, and 
would require major sewer con- 
struction. The selected site, he 
said, had a large stand of trees to 
provide a buffer, as well as a 
stand of trees around which the 
buildings could be ‘clustered, pro- 
viding an amenity. 

Fuller said that the company 
has developed a “realistic clear- 
ing line, that along with a fertili- 
zation program and selective 
pruning, should preserve the cen- 
tral stand of trees. He said that 
an attempt was made to save the 
trees along Sunnyside but, in the 
end, they had to be. removed. 
Landscaping is planned to re- 
place this buffer when construc- 
tion is complete. 

The complex -will consist of 
two 2-story buildings and two 3- 
story buildings, with a relatively 
low ratio of parking to size. 
Roughly 1,500 employees will 
be housed in this complex, with 
900 parking places provided. 
Project Manager Michael 
Sazonov said that a traffic man- 
agement plan has been developed

to encourage employees to take 
Metro to work. The limited 
number of parking places is de- 
signed to encourage carpooling 
and use of Metro. The first em- 
ployees are expected to move to 
the new facility in December 
1997. 


Road Improvements 

Dave Murray, of Ben Dyer 
Associates, described the planned 
road improvements.~ These are 
largely limited to Edmonston 
Road (Kenilworth Avenue), 
where two additional traffic lanes 
will be constructed between 
Cherrywood Lane and Sunnyside. 
The new lanes wrll be. built 
“where the sheep are” on the 
northbound side of the road. 
The rural nature of the road will 
be retained, with no curbs and 
gutters installed. After 
Sunnyside, the road will revert to 
the current two lanes. 

Only minimal improvements 
are planned to Sunnyside, with 
curb and gutter to be installed 
near Tucker Road (at the light). 
The area between the railroad 
tracks and Edmonston Road. will

Mayor’s Letters Seek Help 
In Search for Solutions

“The questions you outline in 
your letter get to the heart of our 
concems,” said Mayor Antoinette 
Bram in her own July 30 letter 
to Congressman Steny Hoyer. 
She was referring to Hoyer’s let- 
ter the day before to Wardell C. 
Townsend, Jr., Assistant Secretary 
of Administration for the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA). Hoyer was requesting 
that Townsend provide written 
answers about issues dealing with 
the “cost-effectiveness and ben- 
efits” of alternative locations for 
the USDA complex; with im- 
pacted wetlands, their size and 
mitigation; with road improve- 
ments and those responsible for

their implementation; and with 
ways to minimize traffic, particu- 
larly by encouraging use of 
Metro. | 
“It is not our intention to 
damage the project itself, its loca- 
tion is our problem,” Bram 
stressed. On behalf of council, 
she requested that Hoyer “inter- 
vene to stop this project at this 
time until all these questions can 
be answered,” 
Mayor Bram also expressed 
council’s concerns about, the traf- 
fic impact of the project in letters 
to Charles Watkins, District Engi- 
neer for the Maryland State High- 
way Administration, and Betty

City Solicitor Robert A. Manzi 
has obtained a variety of corre- 
spondence from the Prince 
George’s County Department of 
Public Works and Transportation 
(DPW&T) relating to road im- 
provements that the department 
believes are needed to support the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) headquarters facility on 
Sunnyside Avenue. The 350,000 
square foot campus-style office 
facility is expected to house 
1,500 employees. Some of the 
suggested road improvements are 
being done, others are not. The 
following isa list of improve- 
ments mentioned that are not 
planned to be undertaken. 


- Rhode Island Ave. at 
Sunnyside 

In an April 19, 1995 letter to 
Michael V. Sazonov, Project 
Manager for the office complex, 
County Executive Wayne Curry 
lists the need for additional lane 
lengths for queuing on eastbound 
Sunnyside at Rhode Island Ave. 
as “the only remaining item re- 
quiring further study.” The fed- 
eral government is not planning 
to do any improvements to 
Sunnyside west of the USDA 
property. At that time the county 
wanted the two-lane eastbound 
Sunnyside approach to be length- 
ened to at least 200 feet plus a 
100 foot tapered section in order 
to handle expected traffic queu- 
ing. The county also said that 
Sunnyside needed to be widened 
east of Rhode Island Avenue for 
an unspecified distance, using the 
area occupied by the existing 
gravel shoulder. 

In an April 18 memo, J. Rick 
Gordon, Associate Director for 
Engineering at DPW&T, reported 
that the distance from the inter- 
change of I-95 with U.S. Route | 
to Sunnyside Avenue was 1.3 
miles. From the Kenilworth Av- 
enue exit of the Beltway to 


Kenilworth/Edmonston and then 


to Sunnyside was 4.5 miles. He 
concluded that “It is doubtful that 
motorists from the west would 
utilize the longer route, as the 
counterflow congestion (north- 
bound in the morning and 
southbound in the afternoon) on 
US 1 is minimal.” 

Earlier, on February 2, 1995, 
Neil J. Pedersen, Director of 
Planning and Preliminary Engi- 
neering for the Maryland State 
Highway Administration (SHA) 
had expressed concerns about this 
Edmonston Rd/Sunnyside Ave in- 
tersection to Sazonov. He stated 
that SHA files indicated that the 
level of service (LOS) at this in- 
tersection is worse than indicated 
in the Final Environmental Im- 
pact Statement (EIS) for the 
USDA complex. He recom- 
mended traffic recounts at this in- 
tersection to verify that “an ac- 
ceptable LOS with the proposed 
off site improvements would ac- 
tually result.” 

In November 1994, then 
County Executive Parris N. 
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Glendening wrote to Wardell C. 
Townsend, Jr., Assistant Secretary 
for Administration at USDA that 
“Roadway improvements, along 
the northbound and. southbound 
approaches at the Rhode Island 
Avenue/Sunnyside Avenue inter- 
section, are required.” In addi- 
tion, Glendening stated that 
“Traffic signal phasing changes 
and equipment modification, or 
possibly a complete rebuild” were 
required at that intersection. In 
an October 24, 1994 memo Gor- 
don had advocated two-lane ap- 
proaches for at least 300 feet on 
both the northbound and 
eastbound approaches, plus taper. 
He also recommended providing 
two lanes for at least 500 feet 
east of the intersection plus an 
adequate taper. 


Transportation Management 
Program 

Tom Masog, of the Transpor- 
tation and Public Facilities Plan- 
ning Division at DPW&T raised 
concerns about the transportation 
management program for the 
USDA facility, which was con- 
tained in Modifications to the 
BARC 1983 Master Plan and the 
Transportation Management Pro- 
gram (TMP) for this facility. He 
noted that “although the site is 
very close to the Greenbelt 
Metrorail Station if one considers 
straight-line distance, it is not at 
all tlose when actual over-the- 
road distance is considered.” He 
called for the document to iden- 
tify reasons why a direct road- 
“way, bikeway, or pedestrian. con- 
nection between the Greenbelt 
station and the USDA facility 
was “not feasible or desireable.” 
He called for more information 
on the frequency of shuttle bus 
service between the station and 
the site, and urged USDA to con- 
sider the possiblility of integrat- 
ing shuttle bus service into 
Metrobus operations. Finally, he 
recommended placing the build- 
ings closer to Sunnyside Avenue 
in order for their access to be 
more convenient to existing tran-

John Lowe to Acting City Man- 
ager Mike McLaughlin, Pepco 
has told the City of Greenbelt 
that the Hanover Parkway light- 
ing improvements are an “engi- 
neering challenge.”

lance tapes recording crimes 
had impressed judges presiding 
over the trials of young offend- 
ers. 

But councilmember Judith 
Davis said that a surveillance 
camera at the overpass could 
create a false sense of security 
and could not prevent some- 
thing from happening.

remain three lanes, one in each 
direction plus a right turn lane 
onto Edmonston. The railroad 
crossing will remain at grade. 

The site can also be reached 
via Rhode Island Avenue or 
U.S. Route 1, although no im- 
provements are planned for 
those roads or their intersec- 
tions with Sunnyside. 

The councilmembers were 
skeptical that these improve- 
ments would be adequate to 
support the complex. The ma- 
jor area of concern is 
Sunnyside. Mayor Antoinette 
Bram asked Murray whether it 
made sense to him..to have a 
widéned Edmonston,,Road feed- 
ing traffic onto an unimproved 
Sunnyside Avenué: ~ Murray’s 
answer that he only designed 
the road improvements others 
had already planned, did noth- 
ing to satisfy council. Besides 
Sunnyside’s being a narrow 
road, not designed to hold that 
volume of _ traffic, the 
councilmembers were also con- 
cerned about the potential traf- 
fic problems resulting from 
trains shutting down the cross- 
ing, and the occasional flooding 
of Sunnyside, which can make 
the road impassable. Sazonov 
said that this is just one of 
many roads that are in flood- 
plains. Workers can also enter 
and leave the site via Route 1, 
he pointed out. All traffic 
counts, he said, show that the 
road improvements are ad- 
equate. 

Murray said that his workers 
have been watching the trains, 
as well as getting schedule in- 
formation front CSX and 
MARC. Both of these sources, 
he said, indicate that rush hour 
trains are generally fairly short, 
shutting down the intersection 
for one to three minutes. 
Longer trains generally cross 
during the day, such as between 
1 and 2 p.m., when the cross- 
ing can take up to 10 minutes. 
It was at this point that Murray 
made his remark that if 
Sunnyside fills up during train 
crossings, traffic could “stack 
up” all the way down to 
Cherrywood, if need be. (His 
comment was offered as an il- 
lustration of the road capacity, 
not as a projection of future 
gridlock). 


“Flim-Flamming?” 
Councilmember Judith Davis 
told Sazonov. that council has 
the perception that “you are 
flim-flamming us.” Although 
he may not think that’s true, 
she said, “we do”. She charged 


that the USDA was_ aking care 
of just enough roa 


improve- 





ments to get past the environ- 
mental impact review, but that 
in the future improvements to 
the railroad crossing and 
Sunnyside Ave. will be re- 
quired, costing’ taxpayers mil- 
lions of dollars to “clean up all 
the problems you’re leaving”. 
No councilmember argued 


when Greenbelter Norm Weyel - 


called the proposed road system 
“unbelievably stupid.” 
a ee

If a private developer put 
forward this. plan, _ said 
Councilmember Thomas White, 
it would be “laughed out of” 
any forum as having inadequate 
access to serve “this poorly de- 
signed site.” 

The USDA has said that it 
was necessary to build upon 
government owned land, to: re- 
duce project costs. However, 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
questioned this rationale, noting 
that over $3 million is budgeted 
for road improvements, which 
would not be required if the 
buildings were constructed on 
the Metro station property. 

The councilmembers also 
were concerned that the infor- 
mation they were receiving 
from USDA officials did not 
match what they had learned 
from other sources. Sazonov 
said that “at this point” state 
and county officials had not 
raised concerns about the lack 
of Surinyside Avenue improve- 
ments. However, both Manzi 
and a citizen from College Park 
told council that state and 
county officials have told them 
that they did recommend im- 
provements to that road. 


Wetlands 

Council was also concerned 
about the extent of wetlands 
damage resulting from the com- 
plex and accompanying road 
improvements. Murray said, at 
the evening meeting, that just 
three-fourths of an acre of wet- 
lands would be constructed. 
The councilmembers, particu- 
larly Roberts, questioned this 
estimate. Roberts also said that 
in the morning meeting, they 
were told that up to 1.5 acres 
could be affected. The city had 
earlier hired a consultant to 
study the environmental impact 
of the project. However, the 
city had assumed that improve- 
ments would be made. to

Sunnyside, 

Manzi told council that it is 
obvious why no improvements 
to Sunnyside are planned. Any 
improvements to that road, he 
said, would take the wetlands 
impact over an acre and re- 
quire’ a higher level wetlands 
permit and a public hearing. 

Roberts was also skeptical 
of the required construction of 
“replacement wetlands.” Ac- 
cording to Murray, the three 
acres of replacement wetlands 
required will be constructed on 
the airport tract of BARC. 
Roberts asked how such new 
wetlands could perform the 
same job of filtering water as 
do the mature wetlands that 
will be destroyed. _He also 
charged that about half of the 
trees on another, eblacenem 
site have died. 

The difficulty with the cur- 
rent site is that the access 
problems can probably not be 
resolved without increasing the 
amount of wetlands damage. 
Thus, the councilmem-bers 
would prefer that an alternate 
site be selected. The USDA 
has shown no interest in ‘relo- 
cating the complex. 


Information Gap? 

Council complained to 
Sazonov that they had been 
kept in the dark about the 
plans for the complex. 
Sazonov disagreed, saying that 
city representatives had at- 
tended a number of meetings.

While not denying that, Rob- 
erts countered that they had 
been kept out of others and 
charged that the project was 
being “rushed through” so no 
one could comment and find 
out the facts. Sazonov agreed 
to keep the city informed in 
the future, but noted that the 
city has no regulatory author- 


ity regarding roads or wet- 
lands, and that USDA had no- 
tified state and county offi- 
cials of its- plans -duréng the 
design phase, instead of 
merely submitting final plans 
as required by law.

Other State Concerns 

In his February 2 letter, 
Pedersen raised a number of 
other concerns besides the 
Sunnyside/Rhode Island Av- 
enues interséction. He notes 
that the USDA facility. will 
generate significantly higher 
traffic volumes than will the 
Master Plan use recommenda- 
tions of open space or low- 
density residential use and 
that the level of service at 
most: intersections will be, de- 
graded.

‘New Funds to BARC 


Announced by Hoyer 


Congressman Steny Hoyer 
recently announced that the 
Hoiise of Representatives has 
passed the Fiscal, Year 1997 
Agriculture Appropriations 
bill, which includes signifi- 
cant funding for kéy projects 
in the Fifth Congressional 
District. Hoyer, a member of 
the Appropriations Committee, 
took a lead role in securing 
funding for the local projects 
contained in the final version 
of the bill. 

The bill includes $4.5 mil- 
lion in funding to continue 
the modernization of the 
Beltsville Agricultural Re- 
search Center (BARC). Fund- 
ing for next year will be used 
to complete design, prepare 
the site,.and begin construc- 
tion of the Beltsville Human 
Nutrition Research Center. 
The Center will study the role 
of food in optimizing human 
health and is the world’s only 
laboratory for the develop- 
ment of new methods of food 
analysis. To date, Hoyer has 
worked to secure more than 
$110 million for a major up-

ilitiés and: infrastructure. ™ 
In addition, the bill allo- 
cates $2.288 million to the In- 
stitute for Natural and Envi- 
ronmental Sciences, a joint 
effort between the University 
of Maryland and the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center.

Doing What Needs Doing

The daughter of German so- 
cialists, Ottilie Van Allen, last 
year’s Outstanding Citizen of 
Greenbelt, was brought up with 
the view that has been her life- 
long principle—to look around 
and see “what needs doing; what 
will make things better for every- 
body.” At age 92, since winning 
the city’s highest accolade, she 
still refuses to rest on her laurels. 
If people need help which she 
can provide, they'll find her help- 
ing. 

When she first came to 
Greenbelt, retiring after 15 years 
as a physical therapist at a tuber- 
culosis sanitarium, what she 
found to do was to tutor elemen- 
tary students who needed help 
with math and science. One 
man, now a bank teller, recently 
introduced himself to her as a 
former pupil. “Evidently I had 
some success,” she says. 

Now, to be useful, she reaches 
back to one of her earliest 
skills—learned before she herself 
went to school—the art of knit- 
ting. Understanding that many 
homeless children need mittens to 
get them through the winter, she 
fills her evenings, winter and 
summer, in creating mittens. In 
two such evenings she can make 
a pair, 

An active member of the Paint 
Branch Unitarian Church, she 
contributes to the annual mitten 
tree there each Christmas. Often 
members buy mittens she has 
created to give as gifts for their 
own children, or for the tree, and 
she donates the cash to the 
church. Last year she made $400 
for the church in this way.. The 
yarn comes. free—donations by 
friends who. “remave «their own 
guilt,” she says, from projects left 
undone.
